Chicago , Feb. 4.—After co nsidering 
mo re than 1,000 po ems sent in fro m all 
parts o f the United States, a co mmit­ 
tee o f judges selected to award the 
$100 prize o ffered by Mrs. L. B. Bisho p 
o f Chicago fo r the best po em suppo rt­ 
ing wo man’s suffrage, has reached a 
decisio n. 
The co mmittee selected a 
po em o f fiv e stanzas, entitled, “The 
Marching So ng,” which is to be sung 
to the tune o f “Jo hn Bro wn’s Bo dy .” 
It was written by a man—Lo uis J. 
Blo ck, principal o f a Chicago high 
scho o l. The first reference to wo men 
in the po em is in the third stanza, 
which fo llo ws: 


“Mo ther, pro phetess, and ho ly , thro ugh 
the ages o f the clan, 
Uttering wo rds o f po tent wisdo m in 
the ear o f struggling man, 
Wo man ro se and stro de beside him, 
’mid the dangers o f the v an, 
Kindling ho pe that led him o n.” 
The last stanza fo llo ws: 
“Fo rth they step and march to gether, 
fo rth the man and wo man go , 
To the plains o f v ast achiev ement 
where unfettered riv ers flo w, 
And their wo rk shall stand ex alted. 
and their ey es shall shine and glo w 
With the ho pe that led them o n.” 
The cho rus is: 
"Glo ry , glo ry , glo ry , hallelujah; glo ry , 
glo ry , hallelujah. 
Glo ry , glo ry , glo ry , hallelujah, fo r the 
ho pe still leads them o n.” 
It is anno unced that the suffragists 
will hav e the po em o r so ng published 
and sent bro adcast o v er the land.

Indianapo lis, Feb. 4.—What so me 
•f the pro minent Demo crats say is the 
real Demo cratic platfo rm bill fo r the 
repeal o f the co unty lo cal o ptio n law 
is the o ne intro duced by Representa­ 
tiv e Madlgan o f Fo untain co unty . 
It 
pro v ides simply fo r the enactment o f 
a to wnship and ward lo cal o ptio n law 
witho ut altering the co unty o ptio n law 
enacted at the special sessio n. Elev en 
Demo crats, at least, will suppo rt this 
bill, and it is believ ed that o thers will 
jo in them. 
The elev en are: 
Chris- 
nev , Clo re, Co ahran, Go ttschalk, Ho s- 
tetter, 
Madigan, 
Malsh, 
Merriman 
Sicks, Murphy and Durham. The anti- 
repealers are prepared to make a fight 
fo r the Madigan bill. The Demo cratic 
state platfo rm, they say , was ado pted 
at a time when there was no tho ugh* 
o f a special lessen o f the legislature 
fo r the enactment o f a co unty lo cal 
o ptio n law and therefo re it co uld no t 
hav e co ntemplated the repeal o f such 
a law. They co ntend that the platfo rm 
declaratio n fo r to wnship and ward lo ­ 
cal o ptio n do es no t bind the party to 
a repeal o f the co unty o ptio n law. The 
declaratio n fo r to wnship and ward o p­ 
tio n, they say , was meant as an ad­ 
v ance step in temperance legislatio n 
and no t a backward step, such as a 
repeal 
o f 
the 
co unty 
o ptio n 
law 
wo uld be. 


The case o f the state against the 
late A. C. Daily , ex -state audito r, to re­ 
co v er $25,430 he is alleged to hav e co l­ 
lected and held illegally , was decided 
in fav o r o f the defendant o n an appeal 
fro m the Bo o ne co unty circuit co urt. 
S. R. Artman. judge o f the Bo o ne co urt 
at the time the case was heard, decid 
ed that Daily o wed the state $25,430 
The amo unt was said to hav e been 
taken as fees fo r co llectio n o f insur 
ance tax es. Daily , who was o ne o f the 
mo st highly respected men in Indiana 
died sho rtly after Judge Artman ren 
dered his decisio n. 
Go v erno r Hanly 
bro ught Daily and J. O. Henderso n 
ano ther ex -audito r, into the limelight 
during the early part o f his adminis 
tratio n. 
His ex perts repo rted that 
Daily and Henderso n receiv ed a large 
sum In fees under the fee sy stem that 
was abo lished during Daily 's term 
The go v erno r then caused suits to be 
bro ught against bo th o f them. 
Hen 
derso n was sued fo r o v er $120,000 and 
the case against him is pending in the 
lo wer co urt. 
Go v erno r Hanly made 
an issue o f the m atter In the campaign 
In 1906. The supreme co urt’s decisio n 
was similar to the o ne giv en in the 
case o f ex -Audito r Dav e Sherrick, whc 
was released fro m state priso n o n the 
gro und that the mo ney he was charged 
with using was paid to him impro per 
ly by the insurance co mpanies. Judge 
J. V. Hadley , who handed do wn the 
present o pinio n, held that the co m 
plaint against Daily was insufficient in 
that It did no t state, as a fact, that 
the mo ney retained by Daily had been 
receiv ed by him as state audito r and 
that it was hi3 duty to turn it o v er tc 
the state treasurer. 
Judge Hadley 
po inted o ut that it is no t the duty o l 
the audito r to accept o r co llect mo nej 
o n behalf, o f the state, ex cept as au 
tho rized, and that the statutes arc 
plain in pro v iding that the insurance 
tax es shall be paid to the treasurer 
The co urt suggested, therefo re, that 
the mo ney Daily is said to hav e re 
tained may no t hav e belo nged to the 
state and that the latter was no t in 
po sitio n to sue fo r i t 
It is believ ed 
that the same decisio n will apply In 
the Henderso n case.

Hu ge P lant Now Planned Made N eces­ 
sary by One Y ear’# Development of 
New Indu stry. 
Impressive evidence of the progress 
if the pioneer American Linen mills 
established at North Brookfield, Mass., 
abou t a year ago is fou nd in the plans 
ju st completed for extending the plant. 
Beginning with limited capacity In a 
mill that had to be adapted by degrees 
to the requ irements of the Oxford Linen 
mills, the bu siness has grown to su ch 
an extent that plans have been drawn 
for half a dozen new bu ildings, all 
larger than the present main mill. 
The plans call for an addition dou ­ 
ble the size of the present main mill, 
a new stock, storage and shipping 
bu ilding, weave shed, “oxolint” fac­ 
tory, bleach hou se and fiber preparing 
hou se. 
The two latter bu ildings will 
be In the center of a qu adrangle form­ 
ed by the other bu ildings mentioned. 
All the bu ildings will be of re-en­ 
forced concrete. The new weave shed 
is to be a two story bu ilding, provided 
with overhead lighting by means of a 
saw tooth roof containing 375 sky­ 
lights. 
The power plant will be lo­ 
cated well avray from the mill bu ilding 
proper, all the machinery in which 
will be electrically operated. A stock 
issu e of abou t $165,000 made in con­ 
nection with the beginning of these 
extensions was all taken within a 
week, largely by original shareholders 
in the mills. 
The Oxford mill was the first es­ 
tablishment in the United States to 
u ndertake the manu factu re of linen 
produ cts from fiber prepared by the 
Mu dge process. This accomplishes in 
a few hou rs the work that abroad re­ 
qu ires many 
weeks. Ju dging from 
the extensions to be carried ou t by the 
Oxford mills, there seems to be no 
fu rther reason to qu estion the im­ 
mense su ccess of the u ndertaking.

DISCOVERS NEW FLEA. 


Dr. Carroll Fox of Philadelphia Finds 
Six Toothed Blind Species. 
To a Philadelphian, I>r. Carroll Fox, 
has fallen the distinction of being the 
discoverer of a new species of tlea, and 
entomologists throu ghou t the world 
are mu ch interested in it, not only be­ 
cau se of its novelty, bu t becau se the 
discovery is so closely allied to the 
fight against the bu bonic plagu e, which 
was prevalent for several months in 
San Francisco. 
Dr, Fox Is with the 
marine hospital service in that city, be­ 
ing sent there to investigate the ways 
in which the plagu e is transmitted. 
It was finally discovered, after pains­ 
taking experiments, thaf fleas on the 
bodies of rats infected w ith the plagu e 
were the mediu ms of transmission to 
hu man beings. There followed a war­ 
fare of extermination against the ro­ 
dents. 
Pu rsu ing his investigation, mu ch of 
which was, of cou rse, accomplished 
with a microscope, he discovered the 
hitherto u nreported specimen of flea. 
He fou nd it to be withou t eyes and 
having a row of six teeth. Instead of 
being black, as Is the ordinary well 
known variety, this new insect is a 
light brown. 
It is qu ite as voraciou s 
as other members of the same family, 
bu t is capable of a mu ch higher leap. 
Dr. Fox has not named the species, a 
privilege which is his as the discoverer.

As a resu lt of perfecting a seru m that * 
is an antitoxin against hog cholera the i 
Missou ri Agricu ltu ral college at Co-; 
lu mbia gu arantees the state legislatu re 
that with an appropriation of $45,000 
a year it will save the farmers of Mis­ 
sou ri from $1.000.000 to $5,000,000 an­ 
nu ally from the ravages of this dis­ 
ease. 
The seru m was discovered by Dr. M. 
Dorsett of the United States depart­ 
ment of agricu ltu re, bu t it was perfect­ 
ed and made practical by Dr. J. W. 
Connoway of the Missou ri Agricu ltu ral 
college. 
He has been working for 
months on the problem and now has 
the proportion exactly. 
The Agricu ltu ral college annou nces 
u nequ ivocally that it is prepared to 
vanqu ish that bane of the farmer, hog 
cholera. The discovery, which has been 
tested and proved, will mean to the 
animal world what antitoxin means to 
hu mans and will redu ce the price of 
pork to a minimu m. 
The Agricu ltu ral college here is re­ 
ceiving letters from agricu ltu ral insti­ 
tu tions and experiment stations all 
over the cou ntry Inqu iring the resu lts 
obtained and asking for samples of the 
seru m and Instru ctions in its applica­ 
tion. 
By the improved method hogs are 
immu ned against cholera and ou t­ 
breaks of the disease are stopped with 
only the loss of those animals that 
died or became seriou sly affected be­ 
fore the identity of the disease was 
discovered, and thu s the spread of the 
disease from one herd to a whole 
neighborhood and from a neighbor- 
j 
hood to other sections is stopped, and , 
the immense amou nt of money that 
is lost annu ally by the farmers is 1 
changed into profits. 
The seru m, or blood, is drawn from 
what is known as a hyperimmu nized 
hog, the fibrin being removed so as 
to prevent clotting. 
The seru m is 
treated with small qu antities of car­ 
bolic acid and when kept in a cool 
place can be preserved from six to 
twelve months. When hogs are to be 
inocu lated an assistant from the Agri­ 
cu ltu ral college injects from a tea­ 
spoonfu l to a tablespoonfu l iDto the 
ham of the animal. 
A hyperiramu nlzed hog is produ ced 
by first giving the cholera to a well 
hog and at the time injecting into him 
a small amou nt of the seru m. 
In 
abou t ten days after be has recovered 
from the effects of the treatment a ; 
larger qu antity of the blood from 
hogs su ffering with cholera is Inject- ; 
ed, and this is repeated at Intervals 
of ten days or two weeks, each time 
increasing the dose of infected blood 
u ntil as mu ch as a qu art or a qu art 
and a half Is injected withou t affect-! 
ing the health of the animal. 
This amou nt of infection injected ! 
into the hog at one time is su fficient 
to kill five or more u nimmu nlzed ani­ 
mals. 
By this means the immu nity 
of the su bject is raised to a very high 
degree, and the animal is known as a 
hyperimmu nized hog. 
The blood Is 
then drawn as already described. 
In 
the absence of seru m hyperimmu nized 
hogs may be made by beginning with 
hogs that have recovered in the nat­ 
u ral 
way from attacks of cholera. 
The 
blood being tnject<Ml into a hog 
that is normally healthy, the same 
process Is followed 
The blood, or seru m, is drawn from j 
the tail of a hog. The hair is shaved , 
off the posterior 
part of the animal, j 
and 
the su rface Is thorou ghly dlsin- , 
fected after giving the su bject a bath 
Great care is taken against germs of 
j 
blood poisoning. 
An ordinary hog will produ ce from 
a qu art to a qu art and a half of seru m 
at a bleeding. 
Tlie bleeding can be 
repeated at intervals of ten days or 
two weeks, depending u pon the thrift 
of the hog. The operation can be re­ 
peated u ntil the tail of the animal is 
entirely gone, each bleeding taking a 
thin portion of the tail. When the tail 
by repeated bleedings is removed to 
the hams the hog is killed and all the j 
seru m In his body is drawn off.
